COSSACKS ON THE ALEUT. 


No new has readied the war office of 


the reported annihilation of a Russian

A dispatch- from General Sakharoff, 


dated last night, reports that all was 
quiet along the front yesterdayand that 
in spite of the soggy condition of the 
country -roads which are described as 
seas of mud the Russian scouts continue' 
to show great enterprise ,in examining 
the Japanese- positions. A detachment 
of two hundred Cossacks Tuesday night 
reconnoitcred the Japanese left south- 
westward along a lino extending west- 
ward from the'railroad, where it crosses 
the Schili river, through the.'villages of 
Maitsantai, Tadousampu and Sandcpu, 
the latter fifteen miles west of the rail- 
road. . The Japanese sentinels fired and 
retired as the Cossacks rode rapidly 
along 
the line, but near Sandepu the 


Cossacks unexpectedly ran into a. good 
sized Japanese force, with machine guns. 
Tho latter opened a'murderous fire on 
the Russians, killing many horses and 
mortally wounding Captain TurgeaicfT, 
but all the Cossacks succeeded in get- 
ting away. Not one was killed on the 
field. 


MORE CHINESE CLOTHING. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—As indicat- 


ed in the Tokio dispatches, the Japanese 
government through Minister Takahara 
here, has entered ' a 
formal protest 


against the use by certain bodies of Rus- 
sian troops of Chinese clothing,- the of- 
fending troops being specified in the com- 
plaint^ The state department 
having 


assumed at the beginning of the war care 
of Japanese interests and therefore being 
the natural intermediary between tho 
belligerents when an advance is to be 
mnde by Japanese, has transmitted the 
Japanese protest to Spencer Eddy,'secre- 
tary of the American embassy at 
St. 


Petersburg, and charge in the absence of 
of Ambassador McCormick for presenta- 
tion to the Russian government. 


It is understood here that tho Chi- 


nese clothing was not used by the Rus- 
sian troops to deceive the enemy, but 
simply to make good the failure of the 
Russian quartermasters department to 
supply niuch needed warm clothing upon 
the sudden advent of cold weather in 
Manchuria. Nevertheless it is believed 
here that the wearing of this Chinese 
clothing constitutes a technical violation 
of the rules of war.

ii Scathing: Terms He Says State 


Central Committee Assumed 


More Power Than the Con- 


vention Itself. 


His Recommendation That SCntUtloIuu bo 


MADISON, Oct. 20.—The long delayed 


majority opinion of the supreme court 
n the case of the Republican contest 
vas filed this morning by Judge Mar- 
hal. It makes sixty typewritten pages, 
and merely affirms the decision made 
,wo weeks ago, quoting authorities vol- 


uminously. 


The principal interest centers in the 


dissenting opinion by Chief Justice Cas- 
oday, which is in substance that the 
stalwarts were, right and the half-breeds 
vrong in their contention. He holds 
hat the case comes within the first 
clause of section 33, revised -statutes, and 
.hat the duties of'thc secretary of state 
jro ministerial and hence subject to the 
control of the court. He holds that the 
second clause merely intends to cover 
oases not mentioned in the first one, and 
ttiat when there is a division of a party 
t should bo covered by the first clause. 
Where there are two statutes, the earl- 
er special and the latter general,- the 
first should govern. In other words, the1 


official ballot should be prepared by the 
secretary of state under the first clause 
of tKc'section, subject to the control of 
iho court. He further says: 


DENIES SOLE JURISDICTION. 


"I am also constrained to dissent from 


;he opinion that the state contra! com- 
mittee had exclusive jurisdiction to dc- 
;ermine the controversy. Without go- 
ng into the question of the committee 
being biased, giving it exclusive juris- 
diction would deprive voturs of the right 
of being represented in the state conven- 
tion of tho party to which they belong 
jy delegates of their own choice. 


The opinion reviews the action of the 


committee acting as a committee on cre- 
dentials, and deciding in advance just 
what delegates should be allowed to en- 
ter the hall of the convention and par- 
ticipate in the organization. This fea- 
ture of the convention is commented on 
in scathing terms,, and the judge says 
the committee assumed more power than 
the convention itself possessed. 


"To bar from the convention lawfully 


elected representatives of voters is, in 
rny opinion to bar out the voters who 
sent them. 
The right to select candi- 


dates for office is as sncrcd as the right 
to elect candidates so selected. 


The right to choose delegates includes 


the right to have properly certified del- 
jgatcs admitted to the convention."

constituted is changed every two or four 
years as the case may be, is liable to 
eave the office without anyone in it who 
ins any knowledge of freight rates, or 
who knows much about the cause or 
effccfc of; existing rates," or jjrecr.d'euts es- 
;abiished in any line of work. With a 
view to having a man so connected" with 
;he department who would remain per- 
manently and wlio could bo selected on 
account of his qualifications nnd not be- 
cause of his political views, recommenda- 
tion was made in my last report that a 
statistician sit a salary of two thousand 
dollars per year be added to the depart- 
ment. The legislative committees, after 
[ull consultation with the .department, 
reported a bill of their own on the sub- 
ject and a bill giving the office another 
man was unanimously passed by the sen- 
ate, and it passed the assembly with 
little opposition and without any lobby- 
ing. The bill was vetoed by the execu- 
tive. I still believe that more help is 
needed in the office, nnd again take pleas- 
ure in so recommending. I further rec- 
ommend that my successor have a steno- 
grapher to himself. At present the sten- 
ographer's time is divided between this 
office and that of the superintendent of 
public property. •

CHEFOO, Oct. 20.—3 p. m.—The most 


important recent events at Port Arthur 
include the capture by Japanese of fur- 
ther minor positions near Rihlung moun- 
tain and the severe damage- of a Japa- 
nese torpedo boat destroyer by striking 
a floating mine. 


According to Chinese advices which, 


reached here today and which are con- 
firmed in essential points by Japanese 
letters from Port Dulny, the Japanese . 
made assaults on. the remaining outer 
works of Rihlung mountain at dawn Oct. 
8 and were repulsed. The following day 
the Russians made ao attack on the Ja- 
panese trenches and they in turn were re- 
pulsed. The Japanese immediately fol- 
lowed with another assault, resulting in ' 
the capture of an iron railroad bridge • 
and the heights south of the bridge, 
which is 500 yards from the main for- 
tress. 


The importance' of these captures lies 


in the fact that they curtail the Russian 
fire in harrassing Japanese who may at- • 
tempt to advance on the trenches locat- •• 
ed on the slope of Rihlung mountain. 
This attack seems to have been a sur- 
prise for the Russians, the Japanese 
claiming" that they lost only fifty men. 
Since the capture of the points mention- 
ed the Japanese assert that they have 
successfully resisted numerous sorties in 
attempts to recapture them. 


RUSSIAN-FLEET'S SALLY. 


'At 10 o'clock in the morning of Oct. 


12, seven Russian torpedo boat destroy- 
ers emerged from the harbor of Port 
Arthur and later they were followed by 
two more destroyers. This squadron pro- 
ceeded to Slmopingtau and 
bombarded 


the Japanese left'flonk. Four Japanese 
torpedo boat destroyers hurried to the 
secne and the Russians retired to the 
harbor followed by the Japanese. The 
pursuit ceased upon entering the mined 
area. Otic Japanese destroyer while' re- 
turning hit a mechanical mine and was 
seriously damaged but she managed to 
reach Port Dalny and is now being re- 
paired. 


SHELLS SENT INTO HARBOR. 


Menwhile the Japanese siege guns con- 


tinued to drop big shells into the har- 
bor, tlie Japanese claiming that they 
damaged the Russian 
gunboat Giliak, 


which is alleged to have been hit three 
times and to have changed her anchorage 
from the east basin to the shelter of 
Tiger Hill. It is also believed that the 
funnel of another Russian watsbip was 
pierced as a. dense cloud of smoke fol- 
lowed the landing of a shell on board 
of her. 


The Japanese at Taku mountain have 


dropped a ceaseless storm of shells on 
the Chinese town and many rifle bullets 
also fell in the place. The 
Chinaman 


adds that the fighting was very severe 
and that the Japanese loss was consid- 
erable. He says he left Port Arthur 
Oct. IS, because be was frightened by the 
shells. 


5,000 LEFT OF GARRISON. 


It is asserted that the Russian force at 


Port Arthur now numbers 5,000 men, ex- 
cluding the militia, which is not engaged 
in the fighting but patrols the streets, 
doing provost duty, and guards the ar- 
senal", etc. 


Winter clothing is very scarce at Port 


Arthur, shoes particularly. The Rus- 
sian soldiers are wearing Chinese shoes 
and some of them are unable to obtain 
even these and wrap rags about their 
feet. The garrison is greatly worn out 
by the many months of exhaustive fight- 
ing. The town is full of wounded. Flour 
is plentiful and the slaughter of horses, 
mules nnd donkeys continue!. 


BESIEGERS RANKS GAIN. 


Chinese who have reached Chefoo from 


Port Dalny say that Japanese reinforce- 
ments continue to arrive daily. The Ja- 
panese confirm this. 


It is said that the Port Arthur garri- 


eon is frantic for news of the opera- 
tions of General Kuropatkin.'from whom 
the defenders expect, relief. 


The news that the Baltic fleet had sail- 


ed for the Pacific was announced to the 
garrison and greatly encouraged the Russ< 
sians.

Men at thirty-five and 


BISHOPS FAVORiAMENDMENT 


Declare 
T!iemsclvo» 
Against the Kc- 


murriace ol Any Divorced Persons. 


BOSTON, Oct. 18,—The house of bish- 


ops, one of tho legislative bodies of the 
Episcopal general convention, yesterday 
idoptcd an amendment to the canon on- 
marriage and divorce, forbidding the re- 
marriage of any divorced persons. The 
imondmcnt was substantially the same 
\s that which was rejected by the house 
)f deputies on Friday last, and is as fol- 
ows:. 


'NTo minister shall solemnize a 
mar- 


riage between any two persons unless by 
nquiry he shall have satisfied himself 
.hat neither person has bwn nor is, the 
husband or the wife of any other person 
;hen living from whom ho or she has 
been divorced for any cause arising after 
marriage." 


Several additional amendments were 


presented in the house of bishops, one of 
which provides that a divorced person 
shall not be admitted to the^sacramenta. 


There1 is a proviso, however, that the 


sacraments shall not be refused a peni- 
icnt person in imminent danger of death, 
nor to any person who shall solemnly 
aver that he or she wns the innocent par- 
ty in a divorce for the cause of adultery.

To tho Editor: 


I ''have read with great interest Mr. 


Gittings exposition of the law of rail- 
road rebate. I do not wish to accept his 
challenge to a debate in the columns 
o£ your paper because of the impropri- 
ety of legal controversy .carried on at 
the expense of the newspaper, but I \rish 
to call his attention to somo slight in- 
accurracies in his statement of the law 
which must be obvious, to any one famil- 
iar with the subject, at first sight. He 
says in substance, that tho section he 
quotes 1798, R. S. which makes 'it un- 
lawful" for a. railroad company to charge 
one person more than another, has no 
relation to rebates: He seems to for- 
get that the law does not allow one to 
do indirectly that which he cannot do 
directly. It is clear that if a railroad 
company returns to one shipper a part 
of the fare it charges him less than tho 
shipper to whom it returns -nothing; 
then under tho 'provision 
of Section 


1798 R. S., the second shipper can re- 
cover three times the rebate returned to 
the first together with costs.

Tho old man was not much the worse 


for his adventure, but Grafton was in 
a frightful condition. Tho blow, the 
shock, tho strain of the combat, tho 
mental agony ho had suffered over tho 
loss of his wife, had reduced him to a 
pitiable state. Ho was delirious with 
fever. AB he lay in the berth he 
fought over tho battle, heard once

•Lo Formidable was a veritable char- 


nel-houso. Tho surgeon and his mates 
were utterly overwhelmed by the un- 
heard-of demand upon their services. 
Nearly ovory officer on the ship had 
been killed or wounded, and five hun- 
dred men in addition, before she had 
struck her flag. She had, indeed, been 
fought gallantly—nay, terribly! The 
•ward-rooms and cabins were filled with 
groaning, raving men, many of whom 
had suffered amputation the day be- 
fore, and had the tourniquets still 
screwed on the stumps! In some cases 
the blood vessels were not taken up 
•until tho third day after the battle. 
The gun-room, the steerage, and every 
available space between the guns on 
tho lower deck, even the cradles in 
the hold, to say nothing of the cock- 
pit, were filled with men In every 
flta'go of wound and agony. The ship's 
medical staff were entirely unable to 
ctfpe with the situation.

religion even. With every plunge ol 
tho ship, the wounded, unsecured, un- 
provided with cots or hammocks (for 
there were so many that there was no 
place to lay them except upon the 
bare decks), ware rolled about and 
thrown against each other with re- 
sults too sickening to dwell upon. One 
hideous yell from every part of the 
ehlp mingled with the scream of the 
tempest The men prayed to dio, and 
some of tho unwounded broke down 
and became crazed by the awful sights 
and sounds. 


The ofllcer who commanded tne 


French marines upon her, stated to the 
English prize lieutenant that every 
man of his detachment had been killed 
or wounded, that he had served In the 
nrroy for thirty years, and had been 
present on tho bloody field of Fonto- 
noy but ho had never witnessed such 
a scone of carnage. In fact, all the 
surgeons could do in capital opera- 
tions for hours during and after the 
battle had been to "amputate, smooth 
stumps and apply torniquets." 


Surely never on any ship was ex- 


hibited so much of tho finished horror 
of warfare as on this unlucky vessel. 
Tho 1 COO men who had gone down 
on Le Thosee and Le Supcrbe were to 
be envied in comparison with the fate 
of this unfortunate crew. 
It seems 


to be a modern phrtse to say that 
"war Is hell," but Le Formidable pre- 
eonted an ancient example of Us eter- 
nal truth.

serowcs or else have used oi'diiinry angle 
iron. This iron protects the edge of the 
walk from being damaged by the wheels 
of wagons when they are backed against 
it'in unloading freight.

protection used, claiming that he was 
in the employ of a Chicago company 
who had a patent on it and were entitled 
to a fair compensation for its use. 


A number of the business men are un- 


decided qs to their action, but one of 
them yesterday paid the man on 23 feet 
ot the protection. The 
business men 


huv« paid for the iron and also for the 
work of putting it in plnco and do not 
feel that they should now be forced to 
pay a sum greater than the cost of'J-he 
iron for the more., use of it. The New 
Enterprise Machine .Co., of Chicago, is 
claimed to be the,owner of the patent 
in all the states .except Illinois and In- 
diaiui, in which states' the patent right 
is.OH-ned by another company. The rep- 
resentative of tho linn exhibited a court 
decision in which -they were successful in 
making a collection''of 50 cents a foot 
for the use of the protection, also a doc- 
ument signed by some of the Chicago 
trust companies and John P. -Mtgeld, 
former governor of Illinois. The patent 
is said to have been granted in 1880, 
which is several years earlier than the 
time the protection was iir&t used in Ra- 
cine. The gentleman is still in the city 
and is trying to prevail upon the mer- 
chants to" pay his _price or stand suit,

RAN INTO HORNET'S NEST 


It the W»y Kn«Jlun« Style NlKbt Attack ol 


Japs on Tbelr Tranches. 


MUKDEN, Oct. 20.—The Japanese are 


fond of night attacks, which they organ- 
ize cleverly. They light a series of cnor- 
maus camp fires at false bivouacks and 
then stealthily creep upon the Russians, 
sentinels, who peering into the darkness 
and blinded by the glare, cannot see the 
Japanese approaching. Or they 
take 


advantage of a rain storm and try to 
surprise 
the 
Russians. On Tuesday 


night they adopted both ruses but ran 
into a hornet's nest. The night was 
inky black, ruin was falling and a cold 
wind was blowing. 


•'A fine nijht for the Japanese," every- 


one said, and tho Russians huddled in 
the trenches had strict orders given to 
them that if the expected but uninvited 
guests appeared not to fire, but to meet 
them with bayonet. It was so dark 
that a person could not sec his hand be- 
fore his face except vaguely. Through 
the rain, in the direction of the 
false 


camp firo all eyes were strained and 
ears listening intently! The wind, w.hich 
\vas as cold as ice and cut to the bones, 
was suddenly freighted with ominous 
sounds, an unmistakable squash .in the 
mire and squirting of water under the 
tramp of. hurrying' feet, accompanied by 
the metallic rattle, of arms. The llus- 
sians stooped lower. The officers passed 
along another caution—under 
no 
cir- 


cumstances to fire but to meet the Jap- 
anese with the- bayonet. On they came. 
The Russians could already see the sil- 
houettes of the Japanese and watched 
the approach of their victims with gi'im 
satisfaction, their only anxiety being lost 
some- nervous soldier might fire and thus 
spoil the game. The Japanese came on, 
straining their eyes in the darkness, evi- 
dently believing that the Rusians were 
not so close.

Section 1798 gives the per 


son aggrieved the right to recojer;threc 
times the amount of his actual damage 
in a civil suit against the railroad com 
pany. Another section, quoted: by Mr 
Fish, authorizes the attorney general p. 
the state, in'his discretion, to.prosecuti 
the action for the benefit of the persoi 
aggrieved. 


Chapter 431 of the laws of 1003 pro 


vides for R. fine of from $100 to, 85,000, 
not for giving rebates, but for ''refusing 
to allow the examination" of tb'e books, 
p'apers and records. 


•Mr, Fish quotes from section 1819 R. 


S. and tries to make it appear that this 
will boar out Mr. Jeffris' statement. This 
section merely provides a forfeiture of 
"not las than fifty nor move than five 
hundred dollars" for violation 
of 
the 


law where no other penalty is imposed. 
Mr. Fish admits-that there is no such 
penalty fts was .claimed by Mr. Jeffris, 
except "for offering any obstruction to 
the investigation provided in sections 
1704 and 1796 R- S." 


In other words he admits • that 
the 


statement made'by Mr; Jeffris was not 
true, but attempts, by special pleading, 
to draw your attention to some other 
provision of law .which provides such a 
penalty 
for some other 
offense. 
We 


have a great many criminal statutes in 
Wisconsin, which impoao fines for their 
violation, but there is no such statute 
for "giving or receiving rebates."
